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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see Pages 7-12, filed January 3, 2006, with 
respect to Claims 1 and 3-27 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The rejection of claims has been withdrawn. 

2. The declaration under 37 CFR 1 . 1 32 filed January 3, 2006 is sufficient to 
overcome the rejection of Claims 1 and 3-27 based upon the prior art of record 
failure to teach a reflective surface having a height that is less than or equal to 
the height of the light-conducting element. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 and 3-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

4. With regards to Independent Claim 1 , the Applicant recites the limitation, 
"at least one reflection part associated with said light source, wherein said at 
least one reflection part adjoins and surrounds said LED in the same plane and 
has a height that is less than or equal to said LED ", whereby the underlined 
renders an indefinite and unsupported structure defined by the specification. At 
present, it would appear that the reflection part would have a height that is less 
than or equal to said light-conducting element, as corroborated by the 
specification. 
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5. Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. With regards to Claim 18, the Applicant recites the limitation, "light emitted 
from an LED in front of said light-directing element passes through said light- 
directing element between the two or more reflection surfaces and contacts said 
annular reflector ", whereby the underlined is not supported by Figure 5. 
Applicant is encouraged to delete the underlined, or otherwise, elucidate and 
amend the matter to render a clear interpretation. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 and 18, and subsequent dependent claims, would be allowable if 
rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter: With regards to Independent Claim 1 , the Applicant has 
sufficiently claimed and narrowly defined a lamp including an LED surrounded by 
a double-cone shaped light-conducting element which is then further surrounded 
and adjoined in the same plane by at least one reflection part that has a height 
less than or equal to said light-conducting element. The prior art of record fails to 
teach or suggest the combination of structural elements, specifically an LED that 
is surrounded by a light-conducting element to emit light from said LED laterally 
to the further surrounding reflection part, claimed herein, and all subsequent 
dependent claims are allowed.
